BIIM-ET. 


01-onth-Proof Grasfet Adapted for 


Nevada Deserts. 


W. A. Sanders of Fresuo county, 


Cal., writes to the Pacific Rural 
Press as follows: I will give you 
the history of the grass now known 
as 
"evergreen millet." 
I first 


beard of it in 1868 as the "sor- 
ghum" grass, or "evergreen" grass, 
of dry, interior Australia, and dur- 
ing the succeeding nine years I 
saw several accounts of it under 
various names, including "drouth- 
proof grass," and "evergreen nail- 
let;" also Sorghum 
halapense, 


which is not the name of a grass 
at all, but of the entire species, 
which includes this and a half 
dozen other varieties of grass. 
I 


had read of its productiveness and 
value for feed in the dryest regions 
of the earth. Aftenfailing in re- 
peated efforts in those nine years 
to obtain the seed, and during 
which 
time many a worthless 


thing was represented to be it, aud 
sold to me at a big price, finally, 
in February, 1877, I obtained a tea- 
spoonful of seed from Dr. S. M. 
Curl of New Zealand. Foreseeing 
its value (as it will grow on land 
too dry for any other crop), and 
thinking it must before have been 
introduced into our country, I scut 
this seed to over 200 seedsmen, of- 
fering to purchase all the seed like 
it in the market. There was none.' 
I was not sure at first that I had 
the coveted grass of the deserts, as 
Dr. C. seut it to me under the name 
of 
Panicum spcctabile, a name 


which was • then new to me. 
But 


any doubt astD its being the drouth- 
proof grass was dispelled by the 
first Summer's watching of those 
13 precious bunches as they thick- 
ened, and broadened 
and grow 
taller and more luxuriant under 
the intense drouth and heat that 
reduced surrouudiug vegetation to 
parched drynoss. 
Now, after six 


years of raising it, I realize its im- 
mense value to our State fully. 
It can be successfully started on 


unplowed hills by digging the seed 
or roots in with a hoc, and, when 
once started, it will coimtiuue to 
grow till it takes entire possession 
of the ground, thereby increasing 
its value for pasture a hundred fold. 
It will give a supply of green, mi- 
tricious feed after all other grasses 
dry up. The yield of milk and but- 
ter from it equals that of alfalfa in 
quantity, while the quality i.s as 
good as that from blue grass or 
timothy. 
It will grow ou the dry- 


est ground wherever there is an an- 
nual rainfall of 112 inches or more. 
Here, on my place, tho roots reach 
the bedrock from four to seven feet. 
They are white, tender, aud some 
of them an inch in-diameter. 
A 


dozen or more roots are produced 
the first year from a second seed. 
They are greedily eaten by hogs 
and other stock. 
This is what it promises in the 


future of our Htate: Tho dry foot- 
hills and gravel plains of the inte- 
rior, from San Diego to SisUiyou, 
changed to green, .succulent (ma- 
tures, whilo beneath the surface, 
accessible while the ground i.s soft 
in Winter, will be an illimitable 
amount of feed in the masses of 
large, 
white, 
brittle, nutrici.niH 


roots that are sought after and eat- 
en liy everything from horses down 
to ducks. I could give facts from a 
hundred persons who are raising it 
respecting its 
value, 
but 
will 


only give 
a 
fpw, and 
those 


briefly. 
One writes, "I have H 


on the river bottom, whore the 
water covers it a mouth or two 
every 
year, 
etToctually 
killin« 


everthing else, but making Unit 
grow all tho bettor." 
Another 


writes, "Ft is growing luxuriantly 
on our high, dry iSan Diego mesii; 
I'm disposed to give it a way-up in- 
dorsement." Another, on a poultry 
farm, writes, "Send me more of the 
seed; wu reali/.e ils value, though 
our poultry has kept ouips eaten 
oft'." 
Another, one of Fresno's 


merchants, who has a beautiful 
home in one of tliecolonies, planted 
a small quantity of roots last year, 
said to me in Autumn, "It doesn't 
come quite up to my expectations, 
but as L know of nothing better I'll 
plant quite largely of it, and wish 
you to supply me with roots," 
which I agreed to do. I saw him a 
few dnys ago in Fresno, and he said, 
"I'd rather uol take those roots if 
it will make no difference." I as- 
sured him it would not, but asked, 
"Why 
have" you changed your 


mind against the grass?!,' ''Oh, it's 
not that," said he "but come to dig 
mine I rind I have roots enough to 
supply the country." In conclusion 
I heartily endorse the recommen- 
dation of the liurnl of a year or two 
ago, from which I dissented at the 
time, to raise tho grass from roots 
in preference to seed, where practi- 
cable to do so. Tho seeds are small; 
in the bauds of unskilled persons, 
or even in skilled hauds with con- 
ditions unfavorable, a portion of 
them fail to grow; while the roots 
are almost sure to grow; however, 
repeated freezings and thawings of 
the roots when out of the ground 
injure tiieir vitality, and I doubt 
not if continued could bo made to 
entirely destroy them. 
Though 
when in the ground they are inde- 
structible by frost, enduring alike 
the frigid climate of Minnesota and 
the alternations of freeze aud thaw 
of the Middle States.
